dreamed of the future greatness of the 
popular empiro ho was nereis tm in en tai 
in founding. 
Suppose that when his heart was most 
<ast down, when he aud his little army 
« : ragged continentals were freezing 
and starving through the short days and 
long nights of the winter at Valley 
Forge, ho had lain down to sleep and 
been privileged to behold a prophetic 
vision. 
It would have been one of the 
most wonderful dreams that have ever 
visited mortal man. It would have giv- 
en him new* life, new heart, new strength. 
Not many of those who will peruse these 
lines have the slightest idea of the m ar­ 
vels that would have been unfolded to 
the Father of His Country in that, vision \ 
even though they daily behold them. 
All Americans know abstractly the 
progress of the republic has been un­ 
exampled in the history of the world 
and the race, but few have any compre­ 
hension of the glorious facts, which are 
really so notable that he who can con­ 
template them without an accession of 
patriotic feeling is a poor coot, a cron-

ture in whoso veins there circulates a 
fluid more like rainwater than the strong 
and virile blood of healthy manhood. 
When Washington was at Valley 
Forge, the people for whom he was 
fighting the battles that should weld the 
colonies into one of the chief nations of 
the earth occupied, and but sparsely, 
only a narrow strip of territory along 
tho Atlantic coast It was but partially 
subdued. 
There were no roads worth 
speaking of, nearly all manufactured 
products had to be brought from abroad, 
tho institutions of learning were feeble 
and widely scattered, of culture there 
was great lack, aud the beginnings of 
art and literature on this side of the A t­ 
lantic wore yet to be made. 
Now—now the United States is one 
of the dominant powers of the whole 
earth, and if there is serious lack iii any 
direction of human progress whatever 
it is only because not quite time enough 
has yet elapsed since the first blow for 
American independence was struck. In 
all considerings of the growth and evo­ 
lution of this laud aud nation it should 
bo remembered that the nation is not 
vet quito 118 years old aud that at its 
birth more than nine-tenths of its terri­ 
tory was a wilderness absolutely untrod­ 
den by the white man. 
George W ashington's dream at Val­ 
iev Forgo wonld have been of a nation 
of 70,000,000 souls, or more than 20 
turn's as great as the population then, 
for in 1780 there were, according to 
the first federal censu* but 3,070,000 
inhabitants bore. 
He would have been 
vastly amazed no doubt by the fact that 
in less than 120 years the residents of 
the United States were to bear the nu­ 
merical proportion of 7 to 4 when com­ 
part'd with tho population of the B rit­ 
ish isles. 
He would have marveled at 
the wonderful urban growth of the na­ 
tion he was founding, aud the fact that 
In'side a round half dozen of the cities 
that were to be iii the United States the 
London of that day was a small town 
would have seemed incredible. 
He could not but have been amazed 
by the territorial growth of the country 
as revealed in his dream, for among oth­ 
er things he would have seen that all 
France coaid be put down within the 
area of the largest state of the Union of 
the future aud leave sufficient vacant 
space from which to lay out a country 
as large as Turkey in Europe. 
Yet the 
figures of such a dream would have been 
more than true, for the area of Texas is 
265.780 square miles, that of France 
204,002 and that of Turkey in Europe 
but 61,200, so that even after taking 
France and Turkey from the Lone Star 
State s territory a strip of laud IO milos 
wide and 48 4-5 miles long would be 
left over. 
Possibly that wonld have been the 
most startling of all tho features of the 
dream to bim, for Frau ct' occupied no 
doubt a very prominent place in all his 
thoughts by reason of its friendly atti­ 
tude to tho new power this side the sea, 
but it would have been really of less 
import than the fact that the distance 
from tho as yet unfounded capital of the 
new republic to tho most remote state 
thereof was nearly a third as much 
again as the distance between London 
and St. Petersburg. And yet that again 
is true, and the traveler who should jour­ 
ney as far eastward from Paris—then, as 


now, tile capital of Frances—as from 
Washington, the capital of the United 
States, to Tacoma, would pass through 
Rome, once tho capital of tho greatest em­ 
pire of paganism, to Constantinople, tho 
ancient capital of tho Byzantine empire, 
on through Turkey, in Europe, into Per­ 
sia and to Teheran, its capital, and still 
more startling comparisons of distances 
might bo made if Alaska, tho unorgan­ 
ized arctic possessions of tho republic, 
were to be taken into consideration. 
W ashington’s 
dream would 
have 
shown him, moreover, that in tho years 
to come his country was to lead all oth­ 
ers in tho production of wheat; of sil­ 
ver; of all hut on**, tho then undiscover­ 
ed giant island, Australia, in the output 
of gold; was to be second to Great B rit­ 
ain only iii tho mining of coal, was to 
be exceeded in foreign commerce only 
by Great Britain and Germany, and was 
to possess a larger internal commerce 
and better facilities for internal com­ 
munication than any other nation in the 
world. 
He would have seen, too, that 
his country was to be uniformly suc­ 
cessful in whatever wars it became in­ 
volved in with foreign powers, and that 
it was to be wrenched and torn by the 
most stupendous civil strife the world 
has ever beheld; that, principally ow­ 
ing to its existence and development, a 
new problem in the affairs of govern­ 
ment—the labor question—was to arise, 
and that the differences between kings 
and potentates were sometimes insignifi­ 
cant by the side of the contests between 
employers and employees. 
Iii place of the few schools, the scat­ 
tered writers, who treated almost ex­ 
clusively of politics, and the almost non­ 
existent artist classes, he wonld have be­ 
held vast universities equal in most re­ 
spects to the most venerable old world 
institutions of learning and excelling 
them in some regards, a literary class 
larger in proportion to population than 
anywhere else on earth, especially if 
those in active journalism be included, 
aud a great, enthusiastic and snccessful 
following of every so called artistic call­ 
ing in the world. 
Many things would have puzzled him 
immensely, no doubt. Tile problems of 
today, from their very magnitude, if 
from no ether cause, would probably 
have seemed quite as difficult as tho*-** 
winch confronted him at Valley Forge, 
]>erliaps more so. 
There would have 
been many apparent crudities. The tele­ 
graph, the railroad, the telephone, the 
phonograph, the trolley car, the new 
woman, tile municipal boss, the mop 
headed football player, the pretty type­ 
writer, the bicyclist of Inith sexes—all 
these would h a v e amazed him not less 
perhaps than the polyglot sp**cch of the 
vast population and the vastly different 
costumes and customs of the people.

THE IMMORTAL WASHINGTON 
W AS BUT HUMAN. 


WASHINGTON CHRONOLOGY. 


Born in Westmoreland county, Va., 
Feb. 22 (old sty!*'Feb. ll), 1732. 
Made coinmaud?r of the northern 
military district of Virginia by Lieu 
tenant Governor Dinwiddie when but IO 
years of age, in 1751. 
Sent to warn the French away from 
iheir new forts in western Pennsylvania 
at tho outbreak of the French and In­ 
dian war iii 1753. 
Made commander iii chief of all the 
Virginia forces in 1755. 
Commanded the advance guard of tho 
expedition that captured Fort Duquesne 
in 1758, shortly after which he married 
Mrs. Custis. 
Wrote concerning the “ nonimporta­ 
tion resolution," which .had just reach­ 
ed him, advising opposition to the policy 
of tho ministry April 5, 1769. 
Appointed as one of seven delegates 
by the Virginia convention to the conti­ 
nental congress iii 1774. 
His national 
career may be said to have begun with

served as a member of the state legisla­ 
ture for several terms. 
Commissioned commander in chief of 
the continental troops June lo, 1775, 
after the fight at Lexington and Concord. 
Roached Cambridge July 2, lifter the 
hattle of Bunker Hill, which occurred 
June 17. 
Jan. 2, 1776, Washington hoisted the 
Union flag, consisting of seven stripes, 
like in the flag of today, but with the 
crosses of St. George and St. Andrew in 
the field of blue iu the corner. 
After nearly a year of tho most try 
iug sort drove the British out of Boston, 
March 17, 1776. After this Washington 
went to New York, signed tho Declara­ 
tion of Independence, which was adopt 
ed July 4, aud had the document read 
to his soldiers July 9, 1776. 
Battle of Loug Island Aug. 28. Evac­ 
uation of New York by Washington. 
Crossed to New Jersey, was pursued 
across the state into Pennsylvania, re­ 
cessed the Delaware Christmas night, 
captured Trenton and 1,000 Hessian sol 
diers. Battle of Princeton, Washington 
victorious, Jan. 3r after which his head­ 
quarters were established at Morris­ 
town, N. J. 
After 
various 
maneuvers, 
lasting 
through tho spring and summer, and ac­ 
cepting the proffered aid of DeKalb, 


Kosciusko, Pulaski, Steuben and Lafay­ 
ette, Washington engaged Howe at 
Brandywine Creek, Sept. ll, 1777. A t­ 
tacked British troops iii Germantown 
Oct. 4, but was driven back, after which 
headquarters were cstablis ml in Vallc»y 
Forgo. 
Suffered great hardships with his men 
all that winter, was plotted against, I 
but not abased, by I is rivals for the place 
of commander iii chief, fought the bat­ 
tle of Monmouth early June 28, 1778, 
and after a summer aud autumn devoid 
of any great battles iii which Washing­ 
ton took part, went into winter quarters 
near Middlebrook, N. J. 
Seven tee n hundred and seventy-nine 
was marked by no sis*, ial battles in 
which Washington was commander, and 
the same was true of 1780, but it was 
his firmness and everlasting watchful­ 
ness that forced inaction on the part of 
the British. The capture and execution 
of Andre and the flight of Arnold, the 
traitor, occurred iii 1780, and both years 
there were notable successes oil the part 
of the continental troops iii the south 
and elsewhere. 
Surrender of Yorktown and Glouces­ 
ter, Va., by General Cornwallis to 
Washington, Oct. 19, 1781. 
British evacuated New York Nov. 25, 
1783. 
Washington as commander in 
chief baile farewell to his officers Dec, 
4, and resigned his commission as com­ 
mander in chief t< icon gross Dee. 28, aft­ 
er which he returned to his home at 
Mount Vernon. 
Sent by Virginia to the constitutional 
convention held iii Philadelphia iii May, 
1787. 
Elected first president of the United 
States by the unanimous vote of the 
electors in 1789, he was formally inau­ 
gurated in New York April 30, 1789. 
He was re-elected in 1792 and retired 
from the presidency iii 1797. 
Made commander iii chief of the pro­ 
vincial army, raised in expectation of a 
war with France, in 1798. 
Died. after a brief illness, Dec, 14, 
1799.

It is the fashion to speak of all who 
have succeeded in writing their names 
high oil history’s page as though they 
never gave way to the temptation to be 
despondent Yet if tho facts could only 
be known it is the very men who have 
within themselves the ability to finally 
win the victory that are apt at times 
to become most deeply involved in the 
sloughs of despond. Washington himself 
was subject to periods of the most in­ 
tense depression, as witness this passage 
from a letter to a friend, written at Val­ 
ley Forge: 
“ The history of the war is a history 
of false hones and temporary expedi­ 
ents. 
Would to God they were to end 
here.” 
In another letter he said after a most 
gloomy recital of the reasons he hail for 
being low spirited: 
“ To me it will appear miraculous if 
our affairs can maintain themselves 
much longer in their present train.” 
But \Varlington possessed the power 
of rt'covering from these fits of the blues 
and of putting forth every effort, af tex 
they were over, as if they had never 
fallen to his lot, and therein lay the true 
secret of his final triumph and his im ­ 
perishable glory.

Down to the u.ste of his leaving the 
command of the continental troops and 
“ retiring*’ to Mount Vernon the life 
ot Washington had been one continual 
serit >of anxieties anti conflicts,but these 
bad Iweii borne on lx*half of the public 
aud not himself or any of his friends 
or family. 
Ile was to find, however, 
that contests aud straggle come to the 
private individual aswell us to the man 
of affairs, aud these smaller matters 
were to greatly try his sonl, whereat 
perhaps many of the rest of us, who are 
sometimes unduly worried by small 
matters, may tithe courage to Ixgin anew. 
It may have been anticipates! by 
Washington that after a military career 
with a triumphant 
termination he 
might find plantation life a little irk­ 
some, lait be never complained of that. 
lh- did complain, and bitterly, however, 
of bis lack of money. His complainings 
were not unnatural, seeing that not be­ 
fore si nee bis fifteent h birthday had he 
been hard up. and that both he and his 
wife had begun life iii the possession 
of what wi re in those days “ amide for­ 
tunes.’’ Washington's straitened cir­ 
cumstances at this time were not iii any 
seuse due to extravagance or to lack of 
attention to business. On the contrary, 
he appears to have been one of the most 
industrious, most methodical aud most 
frugal planters going. Every morning 
he was up at 4 o’clock, and clad iii the 
coarsest homespun he rode daily 18 or 
20 miles over his plantation, inspecting 
the crops and the work that was being 
done on them. Mrs. Washington was as 
industrions as her husband, as indeed 
she had to tx', looking after the house­ 
hold on a plantation of thousands of 
acres like Mount Vernon. 
There were, 
however, times that might have been 
spent in recreation or possibly rest, but 
we are told that neither repose nor pleas­ 
ure was indulged in at these times. 
Instead she devoted herself to “ knitting 
fine woolen hosiery” for herself, her 
family ami its friends. 
Ono wonld at 
first imagine that the Father of His 
Country and his spouse lived the lives 
of a pair of money grubbers but for the 
further recorded fact that at least once 
a week “ the horns rang out through the 
merry glades, ladies and gentlemen in 
scarlet coats and dresses followed the 
baying hounds, the gray fox doubled 
through the mazy woods, and Washing­ 
ton, with shouts and cheers, mounted 
on his fleetest horse, was always in at 
the death.” 
The administration of the estate and 
household at this time is reported to 
have been almost perfect. Visitors were 
charmed with universal order and sim­ 
plicity, but the cruel fact remained that 
the man who had won the American 
Revolution could not pay his bills and 
was constantly being annoyed by the 
sheriffs, who threatened with a “ dis­ 
tress, ” whatever that may have been. 
Washington tried hard to sell a part of 
his land in order that he misfit meet 
some of his more pressing obligations, 
but in vaiu. 
He had plenty of money, 
such as it was, awarded to him by con 
gross, but 
it was nearly worthless 
through depreciation. 
He wrote to his mother, then an old 
woman, and described his situation terse­ 
ly. saying that he knew not “ where tv 
find a shilling.” Finally in 1788 bebar. 
to borrow a few hundred pounds of s 
neighbor, to whom he wrote iii apolog.' 
for soliciting aid: “ I have put off th* 
sheriff of the .county three times.

thoroughly human and not at all a man

The Tendency of All Modern Histori­ 
cal 
Investigation Is Not to Lift 
Mea Upon Cold nod Snowy Pinna­ 
cles—His Strong Will, H’s Energy 
and His Perseverance 


Tile tendency which promoted great 
I leaders to the honors of the godhead did 
not altogether cease with the mythmak­ 
ing period. 
Carlyle emphasizes hero 
worship as the salt which saves poor 
human nature from dry rot. 
In other 
words, it upholds concrete ideals as ob­ 
ject lessons to fire the imagination, sing­ 
ing the chant: 


On one eb-ar harp of many tones 
T hat men may rise on stepping stones 
Of th eir d e a d selves to higher things. 
It is more than an open question 
whether this instinct is not easily car­ 
ried to excess vitiating its own purpose. 
The idealization of the hero, if it petri­ 
fies its object and lifts him above tho 
blood warmth of the human atmosphere, 
makes the pattern man less virile and 
vital. 
Such until a recent period was 
the tone of historic discussion dealing 
with George Washington. Chief Justice 
Marshall, then Jared Sparks, then Wash­ 
ington Irving, who wrote the standard 
lives of our pater patriae, followed this 
method of conception and planted a 
marble colossus high up on a pedestal In 
the freezing cold. It was an impeccable 
deity, before which humanity should 
bow down and bnm perpetual incense^ 
half stifling itself iu the fumes. 
The more recent tendencies of historic 
study, what we may term the realistio 
school, take W allington down from his 
arctic perch, and without lessening his 
genuine greatness make him vastly more 
lovable. 
He is presented to us in flesh 
and blood and not in stone. 
We find 
that he was a man of very human fault# 
as well as of virtues; that he could give 
way to fits of fiery w rath and could 
swear terribly in such moods; that be 
was very sensitive alike to applause 
and criticism; that he was often hasty, 
even harsh, in his judgments, and th a t 
he loved dearly to have his own way 
and could enforce it with an imperioue 
will. 
W ashington’s lack of schooling was 
quite as complete as that of Abraham 
Lincoln. He never knew much about 
that magic wand, the pedagogue's birch. 
His learning was the fruit of attrition, 
contact with men and affairs, and be 
was plunged into a very whirlpool of it 
when scarcely more than a lad. He was 
only 23 when he saved the beaten rem­ 
nant of Braddock’s forces, and this waft 
by no means his first trust of impor­ 
tance. W ith the bluest blood of the col­ 
onies running in his veins, be was nat­ 
urally an aristocrat in the conventional 
as well as the nobler sense of the word. 
Noblesse oblige, to live up to the finest 
there was in him, was a law of life ae 
natural as breathing. Probably none 
but an aristocrat, one forced by social 
position from mere boyhood into a great 
number of public responsibilities, would 
have had the chanco to have so proved 
his sterling value. 
This stamp on the 
coin made him by general choice the 
picked man of men to lead the Ameri­ 
cans iii the field when the thundercloud 
of the Revolution burst. 
All the tradi­ 
tions of his family and training molded 
him into a conservative. By instinct and 
preference he was a royalist But when 
he reluctantly felt himself lifted on the 
tide of 
public 
sentiment, swelling 
through all the colonies, he gave him­ 
self heart aud soul to tho work. It may 
be too nice a point of speculation, but 
one is tempted to believe that had Wash­ 
ington been one whit more of the dema­ 
gogue, one w hit less of the aristocrat, 
he would have failed to have welded 
that permanent adherence of men of 
blood, family and social prestige to the 
Revolutionary cause o d which succesa 
so much depended. 
Judged by all the laws of m ilitary 
probability the American Revolution, 
should have beeu a failure. 
It was a 
bouse divided against itself. There were 
almost as many Tories as patriots. The 
enemy was the greatest power then ex­ 
isting by laud and sea Among the chief 
causes which dually assured the tri­ 
umph of the colonies, the personal fac­ 
tor, the leadership of George W ashing­ 
ton, was not the least important. 
As a 
military genius he does not rank among 
the first IO, scarcely perhaps among 
the world’s second 20 great soldiers. 
Yet critics of the art of war, if they 
find few magnificent coups, can scarce­ 
ly point to a mistake in his m ilitary 
plans. In the talents of the statesmen he 
was not great—scarcely even common­ 
place as orator and writer. He was es­ 
sentially the man of affairs, not the man 
of words. 
It was his profound and im ­ 
perturbable sagacity, a lighthouse shin­ 
ing serenely above the beat and roar of 
the waves, that made him a master of 
men. It was common sense raised to its 
superlative and become genius. 
Tem­ 
perament and character entered into it 
equally with mind. 
The final product 
was one of those personalities so sym­ 
metrical and balanced as to stand iso­ 
lated among the world’s leaders. 
Per­ 
haps nowhere else iii history do we Cud 
a great man with whom the absolute 
touchstone of right and wrong was the 
golden test, one in w hom the perception 
of right and wrong was so luminous and 
direct.
